The Power Meeting. 


ONE RESOLUTION FAILED, AN- 


OTHER CARRIED, BUT NOT 
MUCH WAS DONE. . 
About 40 delegates attended the 


power meeting held in the Council 
Chamber yesterday afternoon, They 
were from these places: Port Hope, 
Cobourg, Brighton, Belleville, Picton, 
Deseronto, Napanee and Kingston. 

Representatives ‘of the press were 
politely told that their presence was 
not required 

The business of the meeting, we 
are told, was to take action on a re- 
solution introduced “by representa- 
tives of Picton Council, namely, to 
form a Municipal Power Union for the 
dissemination of electric power from 
the Trent River. 

This resolution was withdrawn after 
considerable discussion, and a resolu- 
tion, introduced by, J. D. Hayden, 
President of the Board of Trade of 
Cobourg, was carried unanimously. It 
appointed a committee, instructed to 
keep a bright look-out on power mat- 
ters generally and report at a future 
meeting to be held, possibly at Co- 
bourg. 

In addition to the delegates pre- 
sent, these gentlemen were also ad- 
mitted to the meeting: Messrs. Kerry 
and A. B. Colville ,of Campbellford, 
representing the Trenton Electric and 
Seymour Power Consolidation, and 
Messrs. H. T. Bush, manufacturer, of 
Port Hope, and J. A. Culverwell, 
managing director of the Northumber- 
land-Durham Power Company 

The representatives of both com- 
panies showed’ their bona fides to the 
meeting, and claimed to be able to 
furnish all power needed in this dis- 
trict, also promising to submit to the 
regulation of rates by the Railway 
Board of Canada. 

Mr. W. B Deacon, President of the 
local Boardof Trade, was chairman 
and Col. Ponton secretary. 

We ure told that relations were 
somewhat strained owing to the fact 
that the promoters of the meeting, 
who were not Bellevillians, did not in- 
vite Port Hope representatives to be 
present. The following resolution, 
passed by the Cobourg Town Council, 
shows how the Port Hoge delegates 
came to be at the meeting: 

“That it being in the interests of 
the town of Cobourg to work in har- 
mony with Port Hope in the matter 
of supplying electric power. 

“He it resolved that this Council 
send a representation and also a re- 
presentation of the Board of Trade to 
the Belleville meeting on the 3Ist May 
inst., and also that this Council invite 
the Council of Port Hope to join us 
in sending a deputation from. their 
Councit and from their Board of 
Trade.

Noegntiations have been going on 
for some time, but 2 month or so ago 
it was announced that the companies 
interested had not been able to arrive 
at a basis of amalgamation and that 
the deal was all off. Within the 
last few days, however, all difficulties 
have been overcome and direct- 
ors of the four companies have ap- 
pointed a committe of four to work 
out the details. It was stated to-day 
that there was now no possibility of 
a hitch occurring. ;

Ontario’s Crops. 


NEARLY TWO WEEKS AHEAD OF 
THE AVERAGE. 


Toronto, May 31. — That the crops of 
the province are from two weeks {to 
one month in advance of last year, and 
rearly two weeks ahead of the average 
is the encouraging report issued by 
department of agricylture of Ontario. 
Field operations in spring sowing were 
the earliest for many years, and even 
with a setback in tho latter part of Ap- 
ril spring sowing is about a month ear 
lier than last season and a week ahead 
of the average year. Fall wheat. entered 
into May well forward, and although 
ome were drowned out it Icoks quite 
vigorous. Clover suffered from last sea. 
son’s drought, but now presenta a good 
appearance. The short and mild winter 
works wonders in fodder supplies. Some, 
howerer, sold too freely, tempted by 
the high prices, but the early grass 
came to their rescue. 

The reports of live stock are particu- 
larly bright, except that the unusually 
high prices led to hasty marketing. Cat- 
tle have been remarkably free from 
disease, Milk cows are fewer than us- 
ual, but more calves are being kept. 
Sheep are doing well, and lambs are 
ceming strong and plentiful. Swine are 
not so plentiful. 

The general outlook regarding orchards 
is encouraging. Blossoming averaged 
about fortnight earlier than usual and 
was very profuse. Fears are expresecd 
that the rains may have washed off a

King George V 


The genealogy of George V. ‘on his 
father’s sde is row fairly well koown 
to all who take any interest in such 
matters, but his ancestry on hts moth- 
er’s side has not Leen so mvch noted in 
detail. His grandfather, Christian IX., 
was, before he was King, Prince Chris. 
tian of the Duchy of Schleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg-Gleuck-bury, the fourth son 
of the reigning Duke. His “title to the 
throne rested cn a treaty entered ‘into 
in 1852 by several of the great powers, 


mark should remain an_ independent 
monarchy. The then reigning King, Pred- 
had no living direct heirs, 
and Prince Christian was named his 
successor because his wife was a nieco 
of King Christian VIII. and a cousin 
of King Frederick VIL. The agreement 
embodied in this treaty was ratified in 
1653 by the Danish Parliament. Freder- 
ick VII. was the last monarch of the 
House of Oldenburg, which began with 
Christian 1. in 148, and endured 
through sixteen reigns, and a little more 
than four centuries. Prior to his acces- 
sion the throne had been occupied by 
the line of which Sweyne and Canute, 
who figure in tho history of Saxon-Eng- 
land, were carly members, and which 
was continued for nearly five centuries. 
If the line of descent were perfectly 

traced it would probably show that King 
George V. 1s a descendant of King Can- 
ute as he certainly is, as well as of the 
older King Alfred.

Betts was a music-seller 
in London some sixty years ago, an 
one day a stranger entered his shop 
offering a violin for sale at the low 
sum of one guinea.

He retained it in his family 
for a number of years, and, after 
changing hands several times, it was 
bought at the figure named by a for- 
cign nobleman. 
Five years ago $3,500 was paid for 
a Strad which for years was played 
upon by a strolling musician in the 
Notting Hill and Marylebone districts 
of London; while some time ago $8,- 
60 was paid for a fiddle which had 
previously been knocked down at an 
auction sale to a laborer for $1.50. 
Fortunately for him, the laborer knew 
something of the value of fiddles, and 
a few days later sold his treasure to 
a dealer in curios for $3,000. Ulti- 
mately the batter sold it for $8,000— 
truly a record bargain

Princess Hetare, it appears, was one 
of the daughters of Amen-Hetep III., 
thaps the most famous Egyptian 
of the 18th dynasty. Her father 
was a profound worshipper of the 
t sun god, Amen-Ka, and the 
feentiful Hetare was brought up in 
the same faith. At the age of 21: she 
was ordained a priestess of Amen-Ra, 
and oarned the favor of that deity by 
earnestness of her ministrations. 
She had a half-brother who, on the 
death of his father, became en- 
Hetep IV. In his youth this young 
qoatatencr endl itejecisd? Uw scalivot 
Aten, rej e cult o! 
oe the god of his fathers, and 
Hetare resigned {rom the priesthood 
to follow the faith of her hall-brother. 
From that time she incurred the 
hatred and wrath of the great god 
Amen-Ra, who, according to the an- 
cient story, decreed that trouble and 
woe should pursue her through all 
eternity. 

The power of Amen-Ra soon made 
itself felt on the followers of Aten. 
The desert tribes began to harass the 
Egyptians, and Amen-Hetep IV. lost 
most of the territory his fathers had 
won. The shrines and temples which 
he had had built at .Thebes to his 
new-found god were pulled down, and 
the stones were used to rebuild the 
temple of Amen-Ra. Hetare was kill- 
ed by a fanatic worshipper of Amen- 
Ra. Her body was mummified and 
inclosed in a rich case; bat received 
none of the honors to which her royal 
birth would seem to have entitled her. 
Por centuries afterward the Egyptians 
attributed the famines and drouths 
which from time to time oppressed 
them to the wrath of the god at the 
defection of Hetare from his priest- 
hood. 


The exhibition in the British Mo- 
seum to-day is not a mummy. It is 
only an uninhabited mummy case> 
Uninhabited? Well, that’s the ques- 
tion. Some there are who boldly us 
sert that the box is as empty as a 
vacuum. Bat others, more familiar 
with the ways of the tians, sol- 
emnly point out that while the corpse 
of the priestess is indeed no longer tu 
be found in the case, her soul has re- 
turned and now occupies it, and to 

{ the affronted soul of the unfortunate 
Hetare they attribute the long chain 
of disasters connected with the un- 
eanny exhibit. Inhabited or not, the 
case has had a most remarkable his- 
tory during the thirty years it haz 
been in the jon of the British 
Museum, and has earned for itself the 
name of the “Malignant Mummy.” 

About thirty years ago four wealthy 
young Englishmen went for a holiday 
along the Nile. Bent on pleasure they 
had no fecr of Amen-Ra and did not 
hesitate when the opportunity came to 
secure the mummified pricstess of 
Amen-Ra. They made plans to take 
it back with them as one of theis moet 
interesting souvenirs, and put it on a 
boat on their way up the Nile. Be 
lieving it to be of great value, they 
kept constant watch over it. Jud 
of their surprise when, on disembark- 
ing, they found that the mummy had 
mysteriously disappeared, and only 
the case was left!. The members of 
the boat crew were examined,. but 
were able to prove their entire inno- 
cence of the theft, and finally it was 
decided to give up the chase, and be 
satisfied that the thief had at least 
left the box.

Public Trustee Managing Estates of 
Tramp and Millionaire. 


A most interesting 
given at the Society of Arts in Lon- 
don recently by Mr. C. J. Stewart, the 
Public Trustee. 5 

In ae the extraordinary 
area of responsibility to which he has 
already succeeded, Mr. Stewart 
he is concerned already with the 
estates of seventy-nine already de- 
ceased persons; with 300 people still 
living; with 1,000 settlements affect- 
ing about 5,000 beneficiaries, and 
£38,000,000 worth of estates, and is in 
some measure responsible for the up- 
peioeng of no fewer than 34 
children. 


His duties concerned the estates of 
testators who varied in their wills 
{rom the formula, “I bequeath to my 
wile 5e.,”" to the millionaire, the aver- 
age value of the estates being not less 
than £4,000.

An applicant was 
desirous of securing his savings for 
his little daughter, nine years old.

While no definite Proposition ~ has 
been submitted to Kingston, 
thought ‘that this 
power for about $30 a horse power.

ston at the rate of three cents per 
horse power per hour, which would 
tiean an annual cost of upwards of 
$90 | year for a ten-hour day.

States, Theodore Roosevelt, has been 





so lionized since he has Leen in Eur- 
ope that he has evidently “lost his 
head’’ and so forgot himself, at oa 
banquet tendered him in connection 
with the presenting to him of the 
freedom of the City of London, as to 
read the English Government a lec- 
ture on its misgovernment of Egrspt. 
He may have told some truths, but it 
was little short of presumption and 
bad taste for him 10 take advantage 
of the courtesy shown him to rebuke 
and read the Government a lecture 
upon their governing of Egypt. It is, 
however, but a specimen of Yankee 
diplomacy.

JOHN. KEMP, ‘WHILE WORKING 
AT HIS ENGINE, WAS STRUCK 
BY ANOTHER TRAIN AND IN- 
STANTLY KILLED — LEAVES 
WIDOW AND. THREE SMALL 

- CHILDREN, 


A distressing and fatal accident oc- 
curred at an early hour this morn- 
ing, in the east part of the Grand 
Trunk ‘Railway yards here. As a re- 
sult of the accident John Kemp's life 
was sacrificed. P 

It appears that Kemp, who was a 
G.T.R. engineer, residing here, was, 
at about 2 o'clock, in the east part 
of the yard, oiling his engine prepar- 
atory to taking a treight train east- 
ward. His train was on the south 
track adjoining the north main track. 
Whilst busily engaged about the en- 
gine he was not mindful of the ap- 
proach from the east of passenger 
train No. 5, due here at 2.0 a.m. 
Kemp was evidently stooping over, 
his body being so far bent as to be 
close enough to be hit by the fast ap- 
proaching train. The unfortunate man 
was struck and hurled for some dis- 
tance away from the track. 

Some fellow-employees. who were 
near by, ran to his assistance, but 
their services were not required, as he 
breathed his last soon alter leing 
struck. The immediate cause of 
death was a fracture of the skull. 

Poor Kemp evidently never realized 
what had struck him. 

The remains were conversed to the 
station, and Dr. Yeomans, coroner, 
was summoned. After hearing the 
circumstances of the lamentable af- 
fair, an inquest was not deemed ne- 
cessary. 

The bods was subsequently remov- 
ed to Tickell & Sons’ undertaking es- 
tablishment and prepared for burial. 

The victim ef the unfortunate acci- 
dent was well and favorably known 
in this city, where he was born and 
lived all his life. He was 26 years of 
age. and a son of the late Mr. Wm. 
Kemp. He had been for about -nine

Something Abuut That 
Shipbuilding Plant: 


A Toronto Correspondent writes :— 
The company which has been looking 
to Belleville as a site for the establish- 
ment of a shipbuilding and engincer- 


ing industry has just completed, at 
Toronto, the steel hull for a large 
hydeaulic Jz-age for Winnipeg, and a 
twin screw steel tusboat for the same 
city. The €redge is 170 ft. long, 10 
tt. beam, 13 it. deep, fitted with com- 
pound twin propelling engines, hay- 
ing cslinders 13 in. and 26 in. dia- 
meter, by 18 in. stroke. Two Scotch 
marine boilers, 9 {t. diameter, 11 ft. 
& in. long, built fee a working pressure 
of lo) Ibs., an ntrifugal dredgitiz 
pump 12 in. diameter, driven by com- 
posed resent engines 8 in. and 16 
in. diameter by 12 in. stroke. 

This vessel carries her own dredg- 
ings in specially constructed hoppers, 
having a carrying capscity of 3,0 
tons, and discharges her cargo through 
an ingenious system of piping by 
means of the same machinery with 
which she loads it. She is built to 
carry stamp sand from Lake Winnipeg 
to that city for building purposes. 

The vessel has been erected in To- 
ronto, is now to be taken to pieces, 
placed on cars and sent to Winnipeg. 
where she will be re-erected and 
launched. As her weight will be over 
300-tons, including the- ‘equipment 
this will make a pretty good train 
load. 

The tug, which is 70 ft. long, 16 tt. 
3 in. beam, and 7. ft. 6 in, deep, with 
twin compound engines, 7 in. and 14 
in. diameter, by 10 in. stroxe, and 
Scotch marine boiler, 7 ft. diameter, 
9 ft. long, has already reached Winni- 
peg in “knock-down condition "ai 
is being re-erected there. 

Both these boats might have beea 
built in Belleville during the past six 
months if adequate facilities had been 
provided. .

When heavy storms of snow or rain 
come on the shelter of some cave has 
to be sought and a careful watch 
against the attacks of wild animals 
kept.

The music is an assurance to the 
sheep that the shepherd is on the 
alert; let the music cease for any.

The Origin of Oxygen. 

That eminent scientist, the late Lord 
Kelvin, maintained that all the oxy- 
gen in the atmosphere probably orig- 
inated from the action of sunlight up- 
on plants.

Three Living Wives. 


Bowmanville, June 1. — Girls of these 
Counties have recently had striking ob- 
ject lessons on the importance of getting 
all possible knowledge of the record of 
men who propose marriage to them be- 
fore making a life contract with them.

Estimable Lady 
Died in Kingston. 


The Kingston Whig thus announces 
the death of a lady who had many 
relatives and friends in Belleville, 
and whose husband, Rev. R. 8. For- 
neri, was formerly rector of Christ 
Church and &t. John’s, in this city: 

“Some three weeks ago, while at- 
tending a meeting of the executive of 
the Diocesan Board of the Woman's 
Auxiliary, of which she was treasurer, 
Mrs. R. 8. Forneri, who had not been 
feeling very well, was taken ill and 
was compelled to leave the meeting 
and go home. Her illness rapidly de- 
veloped into pneumonia,, and later 
typhoid symptoms showed themselves 
and the patient’s condition caused 
great anxiety. However, the skilful 
nursing of Miss Florence and Miss 
Kate Forneri brought such improve- 
ment Uthat hopes for recovery were 
raised high, and even on Thursday 
there was no thought of the sudden 
call which came at half-past twelve, 
on Friday. 

“Mrs. Forneri literally died in har- 
ness and has been the victim of over-

Whereas it has been forced upon 


&he notice of St. Michael's Total Ab- 


stinence Society that the laws intend- 
ed to regulate the sale of intoxicating 
drinks are being openly and flagrant. 
ly violated in the City of Belleville, 
so much so that &% is by-no means an 
uncommon thing to see men intoxi- 
eated on the public streets, on Sun- 
days and at other times pfen the sale 
of intoxicants is by law ‘frabibited; 

Whereas this open disregard for law 
and order and public opinion is rot 
only a“blot upon the fair name olf 
Belleville and an affront to the intel- 
ligence of her citizens, but also a 
cause of regret, sorrow and suffering 
to the wives, children and friends of 
persons addicted to the drink habit; 

Be it therefore resolved that St. 
Michael’s Total Abstinence Society 
should and does hereby place on re- 
cord a concise statement of its pres- 
ent and possible’ future position in 
regard to this matter, to wit, as fol- 
lows: 

1. This Society does most heartily 
‘deplore the herein mentioned regret- 
table condition, which renders the 
presert action of the society a matter 
of conscience and duty. 

2. This society is not in any way 
opposed to, and has no desire to ham- 
per the legitimate business of the 
liquor dealer who conducts his place 
of business openly and honestly,: in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
License Department. the dictates of 
conscience and the demands of public 
decency, but open defiance of the 
law calls for censure and invites op- 
position. Though there may be only 
a few persons guilty. of this illegal 
and scandalous traffic, yet the fact 
that it is being carried on has of late 
become so obtrusive as to bring into 
«lium and disrepute the, whole body 
of license-holders, and therefore the 
hotelmen should recognize the neces- 
sky of themselves providing a rem- 
edy by banding together to prevent 
by mutual agreement all illegal sell- 
ing. ‘ 

3. If, however, the present condi- 
tion is allowed to continue, St. Mich- 
ael’s Total Abstinance Society will be 
compelled, however reluctantly, to 
take the matter up with the License 
Department and to give its unquali- 
fied support to any and every move- 
ment that may be set on foot, with 
the object of preventing the commis- 
sion of the crimes herein deplored.

Stealing as a Fine Art. 


REV. HERBERT 8. BIGELOW, A 
GAVE 


HENRY GEORGE ORATOR, 
A MASTERLY ADDRESS TO A 
RATHER SMALL AUDIENCE IN 
THE CITY HALL LAST NIGHT. 


“Stealing as a Fine Art.” That was 
the rather ambiguous topic taken by 
Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow, Pastor of the 
Vine st. Congregational Church, of Cin- 
cinnati, O., who last night under the 
auspices of the local Canadian club, 
lectured to a rather small but  serect 
audience in the City Hall. The title of 
his lecture, it was said above, was rath- 
er ambiguous, but ‘here certainly was 
no ambiguity about the lecturer re- 
marks. He spoke plainly enough, and 
his oratory at times, was of the whirl- 





wind — xtyle. Nowadays, he said, 
the old fashioned style of 
stealing, such as was prac 


tised on the man who went from Jer- 
usalem to Jericho, had grown olmolete. 
Nowadays, in his country, the United 
States, at all events, stealing was prac- 
‘tised as a fine art. The successful tntet, 
nowadays, was the man who stole Icx- 
ally—or at least so that the Jaw could 
pot punish him Among successful 
thieving of that nature Mr. Bigelow 
classed railroads which charged higher 
freight rates that were just, and lobby- 
ists who bought up Counc:]s and Leg- 
islatures. Then the high tariff. In the 
United States the tariff tax amounted 
to $3.00 yer heal te -ers one of the 
inhabitants, and 2% cost $4 to collect, 
in every instance, that $3.50 tariff tax 
The tariff tended to make a few mit- 
lionaires and multi-millionaires, in foce 
the fact that one in eve 
ten of the inhabitants of 
New York was buried in a pauper’s 
Another ‘form of Iegalized rob- 
Lay was the collecting of high reate. 
Bir, the greatest and most refined form 
of stealing as a fine art was the modern 
system of taxation, which taxed im- 
Frovements made by man, which was 
ep.tomized by the lecturer in this apt 
epigram: It a man robs a hen coop 
we fine him once; if he builds a hen 
coop we fine him, every year. The 
panacea for all tan evils of this descrip- 
tion was found by Mr. Bigelow in the 
George “inethod of taxing the 
land. ‘Tax all land according to its value 
apd let its value be fixed every year 
Ly compdeat officials or a commission. 
God gave the land to the people. . By 
adopting the principle of land taxation, 
the system vulgarly known as «ingle 
tax, mo of the tax evils of the pres 
ent day weuld be eliminated, the great- 
est brake on the wheel of industry would 
be removed, capital and labor. would 
both be beneffwied, und one of the chief 
causes of the grinding poverty to be 
feund in many large cities would be 
wiped out. The lecturer certainly made 
a most plausible presentation of his, 
case, which impressed, if it did not con- 
since, many of his hearers. He proved 
to be a ically gifted orator, at times 
intensely dramatic, sometimes poetical, 
at other times shrowdly argumentative, 
and at all times interesting. Being a 
preacher, he raid, A was proper that 
he should take his text from Holy Writ;

He was long a Minister in the New 
Brunswick Cabinet, During this per- 
jod he was constanuly overdrawing 
his salary by thousands of collars, 
concealing this from the Legislature 
by cooking the bookkeeping by means 
of a suspense account. At one time 
he owed the province $7,000.00; his 
salary was $2,100.00. He paid no in- 
terest on these advances. When he 
came to Ottawa he still owed 
$2,000.00 to the Provincial Treasury, 
and did not pay this until the Lib.

Trenton, June 6.—The jubilee ad- 
dress of Chancellor Burwash was the 
feature of the Bay of Quinte Confer- 
ence to-day.

“There are three periods of my 
life,’’ he said, ‘‘my boyhood days were 
spent within the bounds of the Bay of 
Quinte Conference, three years in To- 
ronto and Hamilton in other branches 
of church life, and 44 years in college 
and educational work.’’ 

In 1839, when he was born, the Ot- 
tawa district was one of the four dis- 
tricts of Canadian Methodism, which 
stretched half way between Bytown 
and Montreal. 

In 1842 the Burwash family removed 
to Cobourg, and then began his inter- 
est in Victoria College. He was con- 
fronted with temptation to enter law 
and teaching, but finally decided for 
the ministry. 

His experience with amusements was 
that in his days the boys and girls 
went to tho taverns and had their 
midnight dances. 

Those who were members of the 
church absented themselves from class 
until the next revival meeting. They 
realized the dance in the country ta- 
vern and the class meeting were not 
compatible. ‘‘Then,"” he said, “we 
had no footnote, but had a discipline.

SERMONIZES AT OXFORD.

Oxford, England, June 7.—If Eng- 
land or the United States fall it will

City Council Talked - 


For Three Hours 
Did Nothing Much 


AFTER DISCUSSING PROS AND 
© CONS OF ELECTRIC POWER AT 
PUMP HOUSE, CITY DADS AP- 
POINTED A COMMITTEE TO 
WRESTLE WITH THE QUES- 
TION FOR NEXT TWO WEEES. 


At the adjourned meeting of the 
City Council, held last evening, act- 
ing-Mayor Ald. Ackerman, occupied 
the chair.. The members present were 
‘Ald. Flagler, Robinson, Bogle, Adams, 
Chown, Parks, Wallbridge, Knox, 
Canning and Vermilyea. 

The object of the meeting was to 
consider the ‘matter of installing an 
electric plant at the pump house. 

Council went into Committee of the 
Whole, Ald. Bogle in the chair. 

‘Ald. Robinson asked Ald. Vermilyea 
if he had any definite scheme to lay 
before the Council in’ regard to this 
matter. 

Ald. Vermilyea thought that, as 
Ald Robinson had been instrumental 
in having the adjourned meeting 
held, he (Ald. Robinson) had perhaps 
something up his sleeve to gite the 
Council. 

Ald. Robinson said he had nothing 
up his sleeve. Ald. Vermilyea should 
give any information which, he had.in 
regard to this important matter. if 
he (the speaker) had been rightly in- 
formed, the city could effect a saving 
of $10 per day by installing at the 
water works pump house a new sys- 
tem. This was no trifling matter, 
but one of great importance to the 
city 

Ald. Vermilyea stated that he, as 
Chairman of the Water Works Com- 
mittee, had had the matter delayed 
until there was something definite to 
be brought forward, and also hoped 
the Mayor would be able to be pre- 
sent. 

TRENTON ELECTRIC CO’S 

OFFER. 

Mr. G. W. Ostrom, manager of the 
Trenton Electric and Water Com- 
any, was, on motion, heard. He 
stated that his company had consented 
to agree to a year by year contract, 
in view of the fact that cheaper power 
might be obtained. He had prepared 
a contract which he read, it being a 
lengthy document. The price of 
power this company was prepared to 
offer the city for the pump house was 
$20 per horse power, or, as an alter- 
nate, $12 per horse power with {cent 
per horse power on meter. The $20 
per horse power meant a 24 hour ser- 
vice. 

Ald. Robinson asked—Would one 
man be able to do the work under the 
proposed new system? i 

Mr. Ostrom said—If an automatic 
system is installed one man could no 
doubt do the work. He would recom- 
mend the installing of a duplicate 
system. 

Ald Robinson asked—Has the auto- 
matic system been installed in Lind- 
say or any other place’ 

Mr. Ostrom—I do not know. The 
company he represented had an elec- 
tric plant for pumping purposes at 
Trenton, and also the D. and D. In- 
stitution, ~ 

Ald. Robinson asked Ald. Vermilyea 
what the expenses were yearly at the 
pump house for repairs. 

. Ald. Vermilyea—The expenses are 
from $300 to $400 per annum. 

Mr. Ostrom—We would guarantee 
to run the pump house and save the 
city $10 per day over the present 
plant. 

Ald. Robinson asked the Clerk if the 
Council would have to go to the people 
for their endorsation if it entered in- 
to a yearly contract. 

The City Clerk—No, not for a one 
year contract. 


ANOTHER COMPETITOR. 


Col Ponton said he represented. the 
Canada Central Power Company, 
which drew its power from the same 
source as the Trenton Electric Com- 
pany, namely the Trent river. He 
would ask the Council to go slow in 
this matter. The company he repre- 
sented would not be able to supply 
power as quickly as the Trenton Elec- 
tric Company. He would advise the 
Council to ask for tenders for the sup- 
plying of power. This would bring 
in competition. The law of the coun- 
try, he contended ,would not allow 
one man to run the plant day and 
night. Does the Council know ,or 
has it in its possession, any definite 
information as to the working of elec 
tric plants in other cities? If the 
Council waited he would give His guar- 
antec that the company he represent- 
ed“would put in a tender for installing 
a plant and providing electric energy. 

Ald. Knox—How long would we 
have to wait? 

Col. Ponton—I am unable to answer 
that question positively. 

Ald. Robinson said—If it. is poxsible 
to terminate a contract with the Tren- 
ton Electric Company after one year 
by giving three months © notice ,he 
would be in favor of entering into a 
contract immediately. 4 

Mr. Ostrom—Our company ould 
not by any means think of installing 
such a plant to be only used for one 
year. 


1910. 


Ald. Wallbridge said‘if we asked for 
tenders what guarantee had we that 
any gther company could supply the 
city with power. The Trenton Eleo- 
tric Company appeared to be the only 
company that could supply power at 
present ‘ : 

Alderman Ackerman asked—lIf this 
matter was held over for two weeks 
and tenders asked for could the Can- 
ada Central Power Company tender? 

.Col. Ponton said—No doubt the 
company could tender, but just when 
power could be supplied he could not 
say. - 

Ald. Robinson asked Mr. Ostrom if 
his company would give an option for 
ten years at the same rates as quoted. 

Mr. Ostrom—Certainly. 

In answer to an enquiry, the City 
Clerk stated that there had been some 
correspondence as to developing power 
at what is known as dam No. 3, on! 
the Trent river. It would cost about | 
half a million dollars to develop, and 
no municipality could afford such a 
sum to develop it. 

Ald. Wallbridge—What power can 
be developed on dam No. 3? 

Col. Ponton—About 3,500 horse 
power. 

Ald. Wallbridge thought there was 
no need of delaying this matter, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the 
Canada Central Power Company is 
not in a position to state when they 
can furnish power. The plant could 
be installed and in later years another 
contract could be entered into with 
another company if chtaper power can 
be secured. : 

Ald. Robinson said if we can sare 
money for the city we should do it 
as soon as possible, and close up this 
matter. 





MOTION. 


Ald. Chown moved, seconded by Alt. 
Knox, that, haring heard Mr. W. R. 
Ostrom, the Council accept the con- 
tract after the City Solicitor had 
gone orer the same to see that the 
city’s interests were thoroughly pro- 
tected. 

Ald. Robinson moved in amendment 
that the matter be referred to a spe- 
cial committee composed of Ald. Ac- 
kerman, Adams, Bogle, Lott, Parks, 
Robinson, Vermilyea and Wallbridge, 
to investigate and report to the Coun- 
cil. 

Aki. Vermilsea moved an amend- 
ment to the amendment, that this 
matter be referred to the Water 
Works Committee with the addition of 
Ald. Chown and Wallbridge. 

Col. Ponton asked that the company 
he represented be considered in this 
matter. . 

In answer to an enquiry, Mr. Os- 
trom said his company could instal 
the plant and provide the power with- 
in three months. 

After a brief discussion, the amend- 
ment of Ald. Vermilyea prevailed and 
the committee is to consider and re- 
port to the Council. They were also 
instructed not to consider only the 
Trenton Electric Company's contract, 
but to consider any proposition from 
any other power company, 


OTHER MATTERS. 


Before the Council adjourned, Ald. 
Vermilyea was appointed leader of the 
Council, whilst Ald. Ackerman is act- 
ing-Mayor, and the committee which 
had in hand the settlement between 
the city and county re administration 
of Justice account was asked to pre- 
pare a report for ratification of settle- 
ment between the two bodies. j 

A petition wes presented against the 
building of a granolithic walk on 
Moira street east from St. Charles st. 
to the railway track, on the ontside 
of the trees. 

This matter was referred to the 
Public Works Committee. 

Council adjourned. ~

SCHURMAN'S TRIBUTE, 
President of Cornell Discusses Late 
Or. Goldwin Smith. 


Ithaca, N.Y., June 8—In com- 
menting last evening on the death of 


Goldwin Smith, lent Jacob 
Gould Schurman niver- 
sity, said: 


“In the death of Goldwin Smith 
Cornell University loses one of ita 
most devoted friends, its oldest emeri- 
tus eae and the most illus 
scholar who ever sat in its faculty. 
He came to Cornell University as 
professor at its opening in the fall 
of 1868, from the oldest university 
im the English-speaking world—from 
Oxford, where, after a distingui 
career of scholarship, he had held 
the regius professorship of history— 
and his reputation as a man of 
letters, an historian, and a publicist, 
at once reflected lustre upon our new 
and struggling university. 

“Goldwin Smith was the friend of 
the American Republic. In the dark 
days of the civil war, when the sym- 
pathy of the European nations was 
against the Union, he was its cham- 
pion and defender. With John Bright, 
Cobden, John Stuart Mill and kindred 
spirits, Goldwin Smith set himself to 
the task of informing and clarifying 
public opinion in land on the 
issues of the civil war; and thanks 
to that enlightered public opinion.

“Trenton, June 7. — Rising en masse 


and enthusiastically singing the nation- 


al anthem, the members of the Bay of || 


Quinte Conference passed a patriotic res- 
olution this afternoon, expressing deep 
and heartfelt sense of the loss on the 
passing away of King Edward, and of- 
fering to King George assurance of feal- 
ty to his person and Throne. 

The report of the Memorial Coramit- 
tee included many important recommen- 
dations. These will be forwarded to the 
General Conference. One, dealing with 
the Epworth League problem of the 
Church, read that in the Epworth Lea- 
gue constitution the pledge be abandon- 
ed and that the membership in the 


Church be made the basis of actite mem- 
bership in the Epworth League, and a 
good moral character alone be made the 
basis of associate inembership. To give 
more of the ministera the privilege of 
attending the General Conference, a re- 
commendation will be forwarded ar*- 
ing that the General Conference legis- 
late so that it would be impossible for 
an annual conference to elect more than 
conehalf of the delegation from among 
those who had previously attended the 
sittings of the general body. Regarding 
hymn books, the General Conference will 
be asked to consider the advisability 
either of a rew compilation or of such 
a colketion of hymns now in common 
use in other churches as would form a 
supplement to be included in all future 
isues of the hymn book. The confer- 
ence approved of the principle of organ 
ic Church Union, and hoped that the 
commiitees appointed by the Methodist, 
Presbyterian and Congregational Church- 
es will find, in working out the detaiis 
no insuperable difficulties. The confer- 
ence unanimously approved of the rc- 
commendations that the number of con- 
ferences in the Centra 1District be re- 
duced frcm five to three by legislation 
of the General Conference in readjust- 
ing the boundaries.

NEW STANDARD S SYSTEM OF RUL-

Montreal, June 6 — The new stand- 

ard system of train rules ordered by 
wr 
the Railway Commission went imo ef- 
fect on the Canadian Pacific system on 
June Ist. The new code is almost’ en- 
tirely the same as the standard train 
rules ‘in the United States, and is most- 
ly of a technical character, involving 
changes that will not be noticed by the 
public.

Indeed it may be asserted 
that he dcted as if he owned New 
Brunswick, the Legislature and the 
Provincial Treasury. For at least sev- 
en years Mr. Pugsley’s salary account 
was continually overdrawn. At one 
time the sum of the overdraft was 
$7,000. Not a cent of interest was 
paid on this money. These facts have 
been stated before, but they are suf- 
ficiently extraordinary to bear re- 
peated mention. 

“Another instance of Mr. Pugsley’s 
peculiar methods was made known 
through the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee of the Provincial Legislature. 
The accounts showed the Minister's 
telegraph bills as follows: 1904: West- 
ern Union, $95.27; C. P. R. Telegraph 
Company,  $448.13—$643.40. 1906: 
Western Union, $129.12; C.P.R. Tele- 
graph Company,  $723.66—$852.78. 
1906: Western Union, $70.10; C.P.R. 
Telegraph Company, $135.55—$205.65. 
When these bijis were being investi- 
gated—on h «19th, 1907—Mr. 
Pugsley was called upon for an ex- 
planation. He said that he had gone 
through the accounts himself, had 
separated the messages which were 
of.a private nature, and had made a 
refund to the Treasury. 

“In the Public Accounts of the Pro- 
vince for 1907, page thirty, this item 
occurs under Agricultural Service: 
‘Conscience money, C.P.R. Telegraph 
refund, $315.80.’ Is this Mr. Pugs- 
ley's refund? If so, it seems a pity 
to call it conscience ‘money. A good 
conscience, sound in wind and limb, 
does not require the spur of investi- 
gation before becoming active. 

“But whether this item refers to 
Mr. aPugsley or not, the fact remains 
nat Sfr.

In connection with the mission 
work he superintends a cheap restaur- 
ant, a woodyard, a free bath house and 
fumigator tthe free-flop” place), shops to 
employ men, and five “shelters,”” where 
SA9 to 1,000 men find nightly lodgings 
in tho winter and from 300 to 500 in 
the summer. They also manage a rescue 
home for gurls, where the women are 
cared for and given a new start in the 
world.

A chapter is contributed on “ The 
Dominion and Local Defence,” by a 
well known writer, Commander 
Charles N. Robinson, late R. N. He 
also praises the Australian scheme as 
far in advance of the Canadian, 
which he treats with thinly veiled 
contempt. For example, after explain- 
ing the Australian scheme, he says: 
“On the horizon of the future we may 
picture a fleet in which are represen- 
tative ships from Australis, New Zea- 
land, perhaps South Africa, and pos- 
sibly India, as well as from the Old 
Countrs—a fleet partly Imperial and 
partly Dominion—owned, but’ with 
one discipline, one organization, and 
one flag; a fleet of eight or ten 
cruising battleships, with their auxil- 
iaries, wi would make periodical 
visits to the ports of each empire 
represented in its composition. There 
is no reason why such a fleet might 
not come into being during the next 
four or five years if the Dominions 
were willing that it should.’ 

Thus all through the book Canada’s 
scheme is dismissed with contempt. | 
One writer hopes that Canada may 
work up to the Australian standard, . 
and another enumerates Australia, 
little New Zealand, the new South 
African Dominion and India; and 
does not once mention Canada. Also 
we are warned thy the naval force, 
which is not regarded ‘as worth” count- 
ing among the Empire's assets, will 
be very costly.

Pulp Duties Go Ey 

Washington, June 10.—Pulp and 
printing paper manufactured from 
wood cut on crqwn lands in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec prior to May 1 last 
is subject to the countervailing duty 
of 3 cents per cord, or its equivalent 
of 35 cents a ton in the manufactured 
state as print paper, as provided by 
the new tariff law, according to a 
decision of the Treasury Department 
yesterday. 

Like products manufactured from 
wood cut on crown lands in Quebec 
after May I are not subject to the 
countervailing duty. 

The tariff law provides that if any 
country imposes an export duty of 
any kind whatsoever on wood in the 
manufacture of wood pulp, such duty 
shall be added by the United States 
on importations.

NEW VICEROY OF INDIA, 


Sir Charles Hardinge Will Succeed 
Lord Minto. 

London, June 11.—The appointment 
of Sir Charles Hardinge, permanent 
Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, as Viceroy of Indis, in suc- 
cession to the Earl of Minto, was offi- 
cially announced yesterday. 

The Right Hon: Sir Charles Har- 
dinge is a son of the second Viscount 
Hardinge, and a brother of the pres- 
ent peer. His grandfather, the first 
viscount, was a distinguished British 
general, who saw much service in the 
Peninsular War, and later in India, 
where he succeeded Lord. Ellen- 
borough as viceroy in 1644. Sir 
Charles was born in 1868, was edu- 
cated at Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and entered the diploma- 
tic service in 1880. After serving in 
subordinate capacities he was ap- 
pointed secretary to the legation at 

eheran, Persia, in 1896, and two 
years later occupied a similar posi- 
tion at St. Petersburg. In 1903 he 
was made Assistant Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, becom- 
ing in the following year ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, and returning to 
Britain in 1906.as Permanent Under 
Secretary. ai 

Sir Charles has had a distinguish- 
ed career, and has had much and var- 
ied service at Constantinople, Ber- 
lin, Washington, Sofia, Bucharest, 
Paris and elsewhere and hag quali- 
“Tied in Turkisli; Persian and Rus- 
sian langdages. He has been the re- 
cipient of many imperial honors, is a 
member of the Privy Council, and is 
a Knight Grand Cross of-the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George, and 
of the Victorian Order. He will now 
probably be raised to the” peerage. 
Sir Charles married in 1890 the Hon. 
Winifred Stuart, bed chamber woman 
to Queen Alexandra, a daughter of 
the first Baron Arlington, and has 
two sons and one daughter. 

Earl Minto was appointed viceroy 
in 1905, after having been for .seven 
years Governor-General of Canada. 
Vithin the past few months, an at- 
tempt to assassinate him by a bomb 
thrower was frustrated only 
escort’s prompt conduct.

In the face of the fact that 
Great Britain is Europe's greatest 
manufacturer, and the world’s great- 
est exporter of manufactures, nearly 
one-half of all the exported manu- 
factured products of the United 
States goes to British territory, and 
forms more than a third of all the 
exports of-those lands. 

These facts are disclosed in a 
summary compiled by the bureau 
of statistics of the Depariment of 
Commerce and Labor. 

By the term British territory ia 
meant the United Kingdom, Canada, 
and all other lands which float the 
















Honging and the British ‘slands in 
Oceania. 

British territory in Europe in 
1909 took $132,000,000 of American 
manufactures; British North America 
$97,000,000; British 
and even British 
millions, 

Thus Great Britain buys 40 per 
cent. of all American manufactures 
sent to Europe; 46 per cent. of all 
those exported on the North Ameri- 
can continent; I per cent. of those? 
to South America; 74 per cent. of 
those to Oceania; and 68 per cent. 
of all sent to Asia. British territory 
then is a pretty good customer. 

All in all, it bought $275,000,000 of 
Yankee goods in 1909. Of the un- 
manufacture] products of the United 
States, British territory takes 48 per 
cent.

RUSSIAN AUDACITY. 


The Coup That Made Persia a Finan- 
clal Vassal of the Bear. 

In 1892 the Imperial Bank of Persia, 
a British institution, lent the Persian 
government $2,500,000 on the security 
of the customs receipts of the gulf 
ports, In 1895 Persia, finding herself 
again hard up, desired to borrow $6- 
000,000 more from the same source 
and on the same ample security. But 
before the British bankers would grant 
the additional loan they must needs 
quibble and procrastinate and Insist on 
still further conditions. Finally, how- 
ever, $6,250,000 of Persian bonds were 
underwritten in London. Russia, hear- 
ing of the affair at the eléventh bour 
and fifty-ninth minute, promptly offer- 
ed Persia a pouch Jarger loan on much 
better terms; pnd she did no haggling 
either. Persia, Gnding herself in the 
embarrassing position of haying two 
parties sulng for ber financial band at 
the same time and not daring to of- 
fend either of them, thought to es- 
cape from the predicament by not bor- 
Towlng at all. 

But so persistently and skillfully did 
Russia urge her suit that in 1900 Per- 
sia timidly ylelded to the ardent woo- 
tog and acknowledged her submission 
by accepting from Russia a loan of 
$11,875,000 for seventy-five years, at 
the same time agreeing that all pre 
Yious loans should be paid off at oncd 
and no more {ocurred until this one 
was discharged without the permission 
of the Russian Banque Desprets de 
Perse. Within less than a month, 
therefore, 5,000,000 rublés ($2,500,000) 
were remitted to London to pay off 
the British loan of 1892, thereby free 
ing Persia from any British financial 
control. Therg has been no more au- 
dacious and successful stroke of diplo- 
macy in modern times, for by it Persia 
became a financial vassal of the bear. 
—Erverybody'’s Magazine.

When holes are dog about 
three feet deep and twegty feet spart 
the out is carefully placed In the bole 
and covered with about one foor of 
sol. The bole ts filled as the sprout 
grows until it reaches the surface, 
when it is left to itself, requiring no 
further attention. Should the place 
where the cocoanut fs planted be uny 
sreat distance from the seashore u 
quanuty of salt ts placed In the bole.

When Tennessee Was Known as the 


State of Franklin. 


Trrobably few people know that the 
[ veighuat name of the state of Teauesee 
was Franklin or that ln 1753 the sai- 
urles of the ouicers of the commun- 
wealth were paid in pelts, but the foui- 
lowing Is a correct copy of the law: 

“Ke it enacted by the state of Frank- 
tu, and it ts hereby enacted by authour- 
ity of the same, that from and after the 
tst day of Jaguary, 1788 the salaries’ 
of this commonwealth be as follows— 
to wit: 

“His excellency the governor per 
Aununt, 300 deerskins, 

“Lls honor the chief Justice. Gx 
deerskins. 

“The secretary ‘to his excellency the 
governor, GOO raccoon skins. 

“County ‘clerk, 300 bearer skins. 

“Clerk of the house of commons, 70 
raccoon skins. ‘ 

~Justice’s fee for serving a warrant. 
ove mipkskin.” 

At that time the state of Fraokilo 
extended to the east bank of the Mis. 
skalppl river, and on the west bank 
was that great unknown forest region 
of Loutsiana. It was then a terre In 
cognita, save a few canoe landings, 
and Indlan trading posts on the river 
tanks, If was known as the district 
of Loulsiana and In 1805 was made the 
territory of Louisiana. 

The state of Franklin, which became 
Tennessee te 1796, was almost ax 1t- 
the known. The now great city “of 
Memphis vas a mere trading post and 
was not laid ont as a villnge untit 
isco, 

Pelts were as plentiful in those days 
as penples and much better distribut- 
ed for purposes of currency and bar- 
ter,

We brew in 
our blood immunity. The poison of the 
disease evokes on us its proper anti- 
dote Onur blood cells make a sort of 
natural antitoxin and keep it in stock, 
so that we are henceforth protected 
against the disease. A well vaccinated 
nurse, for example ,works with safety 
in a smallpox hospital, where the very 
air is infective, but her blood is so 
changed by vaccination that the small- 
pox cannot affect her. By scarlet fe- 
ver ,again, we are, as it were, vacci- 
nated against scarlet fever. The reac- 
tion of our blood against the disease 
immunizes us. No such result follows 
influenza or a common cold. We brew 
nothing that is permanent. We are 
aust as susceptible to a later invasion 
as we were to the invasion that is just 
over.—London Spectator.

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A HEARTY VEGETARIAN 





Father of the Scott Act Uses Neither 
Tobacco, Liquor or Meat—Despite 
His Own Rigorous Regimen, Sir 
Richard Does Not Force His Views 
on His Guests Who Find the Usual 
Dishes on His Table. 


The Hon. Sir Richard Scott, the 
of the “Scott Act,” has been 

much gratified at the number of let- 
ters reaching him from former co- 
workers in the temperance cause con- 
ratulating him on the vigor shown by 
in his recent speech in the Sen- 

ate upon the occasion of the introduc. 
tion of his bill to amend the Tem- 
perance Act. Sir Richard spoke upon 
the occasion in Roceion or nearly 
two hours, certainly a remarkable ef- 
fort for a man over eighty-five years 
of age. The good old knight ascribes 
his rigs to regular living, his love 
of { air, and particularly to his 
total abstinence from tobacco, spirit- 
uous liquors and animal food of any 


kind. If it were possible he is a 
more pronounced vegetarian than a 
total abstainer from drink. He is ab- 


solutely convinced that not only was 
the flesh of birds, beasts and fishes 
never intended for human food, but 
that its almost universal use as such 
is responsible for the decadence of 
the human race and for the existence 
of most of the misery and wickedness 
in the world. He, himself, has, since 
early mantiood, subsisted. wholly on 
vegetable diet and has found it abun- 
dantly sustaining and capable of suf- 
ficient variety to be always satisfac- 
tory.to the palate. He claims absolute 
immunity from headaches, rheumat- 
ism, neuralgia, indigestion, and all 
the other bodily ills that the averave 
man and woman of to-day complain 
of, and says that if everybody lived 
and ate as he docs, the practice of 
medicine, which he considers an un- 
necessary imposition upon the world, 
would svon become a lost art. The 
use of drugs of any kind he considers 
as nothing but dangerous. While he 
was Secretary of State, Sir Richard, 
like the other members of the Cabinet. 
Fave the usual round of Ministerial 
dinners, and invited guests who were 
aware of the .host’s ideas on the sub- 
ject of diet, were general] 
fore ther sat down as to the menu.” 
But Sir Richard did not impose his 
tustes upon his guests, and the usu:l 
cuurses of soups, fish, game and meats 
were served upon his table. Of course 
the host partook of nothing but vege- 
table diet himself, and in a delicate 
way attention of the guests was drawn 
tw various unique vegetable dishes 
specially prepared for Sir Richard but 
around the table for the bene- 
is guests if they chose to help 
themselves.. These dishes included 
vegetable souns without meat stock. 
fritters similarly cooked, salads, yar- 
den vegetables, vegetable butter, fresh 
and dried fruita and nuts prepared in 
Various ways and made into a variety 
of dishes, Sir Richard attaches great 
value to nuts as an article of food, 
considering them of jafinitely more 
sustaining power than meat. In fact, 
he is passionately fond of nuts “an. 
naturel,’ ’or prepared in various waye, 
and whenever his friends invite him 
to dine with them they are careful to 
provide af least a couple of courses of 
nut food. After the last opening of 
the Dominion Parliament, when shak- 
ing hands with the Privy Councillors 
present, before leaving the Senate pre- 
cincts to return to Government House, 
Lord Grey remarked to Sir Richard: 
“I am glad you are able to come to 
the State dinner to-night. My cook 
hus prepared a vegetable menu for 
you, not forgetting the nuts.” 7 

It is not generally known thatvit is 
to Bir Richard Scott more than to any 
other individual, perhaps, that Ottawa 
is indebted for the honor of being the 
capital of the Dominion of Canada. 
Fifty-five years ago he represented Ot- 
tawa in the Legislature, was mayor of 
the city and before that had been 
teeve of Bytown for several terms. 
Shortly after the destruction of the 
Parliament buildings in Montreal he 
brought the claims of Ottawa as a site 
for the national capital to the atten- 
tion of the Ottawa City Council and 
the Canadian Legislature. Gradually 
a keen competition to become the capi 
tal of United Canada developed, the 
principal competitors being Montreal,

PATHETIC SCENES AS ESCAPED - 


ty ONES WERE GREETED 


Montreal, June I%—At noon it was still impossible to 
get an official list of the killed and injured, who are being 
taken from the building in ambulances. 

The big water tank which caused the catastrophe was 
constructed about the middle of the building, and apparent- 
ly was not sufficiently braced. 

The tank fell through three stories, going right through 
the bindery, and job department to the editorial depart- 
ment on the first floor. 

it is believed that in the.collapsing of the tank most 
lives were lost, the bindery girls and printers being caught 
in the terrible fall of debris. 

Fire broke out immediately afterwards, and the firemen 
were unable to get Into that part of the building where the 
bodies are. 

The outbreak of fire cut off the escape of a number of 
girls in the floors not hurt in the collapse, and when the 
firemen arrived there were sensational escapes down the 
aerial ladders. 

The streets in the vicinity of the .burning building 
were thronged by relatives, and there were pathetic scenes 
as the men and girls who escaped were greeted by loved 
ones. 

The Herald building was a five rented

The building was practically cut in two when the tank 
collapsed and officials of the paper admit that at least a 
score of employees were in the way of the debris when it 
fell. 

Heads of different departments are at one o'clock mak- 
ing frantic efforts to get accurate information regarding 
their help, but it seems impossible. 

“Meantime the fire is still raging in the ruins, and it is 
feared that many injured in the -first crash have been 
burned or suffocated to death in the ruins.

Victoria Professor Says - Staff 
’ Will Resign En Masse. 








Another Stormy Scene Occurs In To- 
ronto Cenference and Resolution Is 
Prepared Which Will Probably Re- 

_ sult In Handing Whole Thing Over 

* to General Conference for Discus- 

sion—Class Leader's Speech. 


Toronto, June 14.—“Viewing with 
Much concern the apparent spirit of 
j unrest in the minds of many regard- 
ing the sacred truths of our religion, 
and fearing that some at make ship- 
wreck concerning the ith, 
members of the Toronto’ Conference, 
general conference to 
take such»action as it may deem ne- 

Ceasary and wise for the conservation 
of the essentials of our faith in the 
of our colleges and pupils, 
with relation to the reality 
and personality of God, the work of 
4 Deity of Jesus 

Christ, the divine inspiration and au- 

thority of holy Scriptures and the ne-

The above resolution, moved by 
Rev. Dr. W. L. Armstrong of Metro- 

litan Church, and seconded by 

. L. Lovering, Coldwater, will prob- 
ably be accepted by the conference 
today in preference to-Dr. Cleav- 
er's, which was the cause of a stormy 
debate.in the conference yesterday. 

The chief feature of yesterday's 
session was the revival of the at- 
tack on Kev. Dr. Jackson's alleged 
“heretical” views, and a- defence of 
him by Professors Bowles and Mc- 
Laughlin, also of Victoria College. 

Prof. McLaughlin clinched bis ar- 
pomeas by demanding that the con- 
erence appoint a commission of the 
church to investigate the kind of theo- 
logy that is taught at Victoria. 

“I have felt very keenly the course 
of this discussion, enna | the re- 
flection on the professors in Victoria,” 
he said. *‘We cannot pass an intelli- 
gent vote on the question. The se- 
conder of the motion admitted that 
90 per cent. had not read the book. 
As far as I understand the book, 
there is no contradiction to our arti- 
cles of faith. He believes as much as 
you do, that the Bible is the Word of 
God. The scientific spirit is abroad 
in this age; it demands the fullest 
investigation. The question for you 
is whether you will have such criti- 
cism in the hands of men of force. “I 
do not believe that the general spirit 
of the book is right. I throw back 
to the men who made the statement 
that this is Unitarianism. I believe 
in the deity of Jesus Christ and I 
ani sure that Mr. Jackson does too. 
He has differed in matters of inter- 
1 pees from some of you. This has

NIAGARA FALLS, 


ONT.--TWELVE 


; WORKMEN BURNED TO DEATH 


(Intelligencer Special.) 
Niagara Falls, Ont., June 15. — 
Twelve foreign workmen were burned 
to death-when their boarding house, 
at Falls View, was destroyed this 


morning. 

In addition to the 12 dead, many 
men, women and children are in the 
hospital severely burned. 

The foreigners were all Austrians, 
working on the power construction 
work and living in shacks just out- 
side the city limits. 

The firemen received the alarm at 
12.45 a.m., and when ther got there 
found some Austrians wailing beside 
the smoking ruins and _ indicating 
that some of their number didn’t get 
out. 

Then the firemen searched and 
found a dozen charred bodies and 
three still living. 





KEGS OF BEER CAUSED

The Origin ef Oxygen.

nm plants. en our earth was es 

pe rtl< of hot liquid, it contained no 
vegetable fuel and probably no free 
oxygen. But as it cooled off plants 
appeared on its surface, and these be 
gan to evolve red Ss through the med- 
ium of the sunbeams. Upon the 
oxygen thus derived we depend for 
the maintenance of life by breathing. 
When we burn coal or other vegetable 
fuel we use up oxygen, and it is to 
plants again that we owe the restora- 
tion of the oxygen thus lost to the air. 
If they failed to keep up a sufficient 
supply the atmosphere would gradual- 
ly part with its oxygen, and the in- 
habitants of the earth would disap- 
pear in consequence of asphyxiation.

A Strange Appointment. 








The Laurier Government has made 
a singular appointment which is 
causing a good deal of stir. One cf 
the best and most responsible posi- 
tions in its gift is that of Trade Com- 
missioner to New Zealand. The sa.- 
ary is $3000 a year and expenses. The 
holder is the representative of Can- 
ada in a dominion of the British Em- 
pire, and assuredly should be a per- 
son of standing and high reputation. 
The person selected for this post is 
W. A. Beddoe who edited newspapers 
on both sides of potitics in the Yu- 
kon for some years. It was his let- 
ter, by extravagant untruthfulness, 
which earned the attention of the 
House of Commons last session; the 
Conservatives drew the notice of the 
House to the fact, among others, 
that he said that the Liberals were 
Promoting and the Conseratives were 
attacking the Miller Bill, whereas 
Conservatives were among its warm 
Supporters and the principal opposi- 
tion came from .two Liberals, Hon. 
Mr. Aylesworth and Mr. McColl. On 
this occasion the Liberals attempt- 
ed no defence of the letter. It_was 
he who, in the columns of the Osh- 
awa Reformer, attacked the personal 
character of the Rev. John Pringle. 

On the announcement of the ap- 
pointment being made, proteats 
were made. Major Henry J. Wool- 
side, a Liberal os high character, 
who edited a newspaper in the Yu- 
kon, wrote to the Ottawa Journal in 
indignant protest. The Journal itself 
editorially condemned the appoint- 
ment. It gave a sketch of Beddoe’s 
career, and stated that he had been 
dismissed from the editorship of the 


Yukon News under the following 


engineer, was manager. After these 
attacks had continued for some time 
Mr. Tyrell publicly asserted that 
Beddoe had come to him privately 
with the offer to cease hostilities in 
return for a valuable consideration. 
} Upon this charge appearing that the

the newspaper. Beddoe accordingly 
Wrought suit against Mr. Tyrell, and 
the jury threw out the charge.

The Borden-Doherty tour: through 
Ontario is resulting in good. ~The 
people are having their eyes opened 
by the exposure by}.

The plan adopted by the Hon. Mr. 
Borden, leader of “the Conservative 
party, of dealing shortly but exhaus-

At Seymour he confined himse‘f to 
the mismanagement, financially, and 
the loss of some 80 lives, by. the fali- 
ing of the Quebec bridge. The horror 
of that catastrophe was due to the 
unskilled builders, but the squan- 
dering of millions of dollars is cor- 
rectly laid ‘at the doors of the Laut- 
jer Cabinet, for which the country 
will hold them responsible, particu- 
larly the enriching of the manipu- 
lators of the whole scheme, a scheme 
which was to put into their pockets 
nd less a sum than $150,000 a sear. 
It was not theirs, nor the Laurier 
Government's fault, that they did not 
pocket that money annually, this 
being frustrated by the falling of the 
bridge into the river, at a cost to the 
country of $6,000,000, and the 
drowning of some 80 people who 
were working on the bridge at the 
time. This is not al]. Ere the bridge 
is completed the country will have 
been muleted of no less than $13,- 
C00 000. . 

At Toronto his theme was the fake 
of the Government naval! s:he‘ne, ex- 
posing its expensive character and 
utter uselessness unless when requir- 
ed in active service it acts in con- 
junction with the B:itish navy.

The Brockville Times thus speaks of 
a matter which may be of interest to 
some people in this district: 

Tt will be interesting to those con- 
templating the shipment of berries 
from this section to points across the 
line to know that a law went into 
effect last October in New York Statg 
requiring each box to contain at least 
67 13 cubic inches. The legal New 
York State box must be full when 
exhibited or offéred for sale. A 
shrinkage of seven cent. from 
handling or standing in the boxes will 
not be deemed an infringement. More 
than that will be subject to a heavy 
penalty as provided by law. As the 
Canadian boxes are much smaller than 
the ones in use in New York State,

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THE CANADIAN CANOE. 


The Frail Craft Has Played a Big 
Part In History. 

In the early history of Canada the 
canoe so conspicuous a part 
that it may trathfully be said to have 
been one of the makers of the coun, 
try. By means of canoes, war parties 
invaded the territory of the enemy;

tant West. The position held today 
in the commerce and travel of the 
country by the passenger express and 
the through freight train, was, in ear- 
ly times, filled by the bark canoe of 
the Indians. 

The waterways in a state of nature 
were once the only highways of the 
country. Like great highways they 
wound through the dark and almost 
impenetrable forests which, from the 
northern beight of land to the Gulf of 
Mexico, threw the dark, dark shade 
of their dense foliage over the con- 
tinent. The courses of the rivers and 
the expanse of the lakes were alone 
0} to the sunshine, and by the aid 
| canoes they furnished Indi and 

i the only available 
means of travel and transportation. 

The canoe possessed qualities abso- 

lutely essential to the use of the vat 

erways under conditions then pre 
j Yailing. It could float a considerable 
load and yet it was so light that it 
could be easily carried over the por- 
tages by means of which the numer- 
ous rapids were overcome—for there 
were Do then—or from 
head of one waterway to the head of 
another. In moderate weather it was 
very seaworthy, and at different times 
thousands of men, both red and 
j white, crossed the broad expanse of 
| the Great Lakes in these frail crafts. 

At the same time it was of exceeding- 
| iy light draft, permitting the naviga- 
‘tion of streams whose upper reaches 

dwindled to mere creeks. By means 

of canoes the Indians brought to mar- 
ket at Montreal their cargoes of furs 
from the head of Lake Superior and 
the .upper waters of the Ottawa; by 
means of canoes Radisson, La Salle 
, and other explorers penetrated the far 
1 West, navigated the Mississippi and 
| reached the shores of Hudson Bay. 
And in later days, wben the fur trade 
had passed into the hands of powerful 
concerns, like the Northwest Com- 
pany, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
} lars’ worth of goods were carried in 
} canoes {from Montreal to the banks of 
the Red River, to the plain beyond, 
}% the Peace River country and the 
lower valley of the Athabasca. 

These early canoes were for the 
most part made of the bark of the 
white birch, although the Iroquois, 
for want/of_the birch, built their ca- 
noes of elm bark, which made a heax- 
jer craft. These canocs were quickly 
and easily built but as easily damag- 
ed or destroyed, but they were the 
only kind of a craft that the Indian 
could: build. 

Upon the Indian's handicraft the 
white man has made great improve 
ments.

Zelaya, the extraordinary man who 
for alxteen years retained the presi- 
dency of Nicaragua, only to Jose it be- 
cause he went too far ip offending the 
government of the United States, was 
never satisfied unless he performed his 
coups d'etats in the most dramatic 
fashion possible. This story the New 
York Sun tells of him: 

His spies once brought him t{nforma- 
tion that a revolution was belog plan- 
ned by several of his army officers.

best way to selze the president the 
door opened and in walked Zelaya 
himself. 

“Good evening, gentlemen,” be sald 
pleasantly, “I beard you bad a party 
here this evening, and | have dropped 
in to.share the fun. Quite a distin- ; 
guished gathering. You arediscussing 
milltary matters, po doubt.” 

He went on, chatting affably for a 
half hour, while his enemies were torn 
with fear and suspense. Did be know 
of the plot? Most of them thought he 
did and wondered whether they had 
better not put a bullet fn him at once. 
But be was 20 cordial, so thoroughly 
at ease, that they hesitated. 

Presently he rose, poured out some 
wine and raised bis class. 

“A toast, gentlemen.” he sald 
“Here's long life to the president of 
Nicaragua and confusion to all tral- 
torsr’ 

As he spoke be hurled the glass 
‘against the window, where it smashed 
{po pleces with a crash. The door few 
open, and thirty or forty soldiers, who 
bad been waiting outside for the sig- 
nal, rushed fn. All the plotters were 
convicted, but the president dealt 
lenfently with them. Some were !m- 
prisoned and some eriled, but none 
was shot.

In Arbitration Between the C. P. BR. and G. T. f. and 
Thelt Traffio Employes a Substantial Increase 
‘ ana Change In Working Rules Are Granted by 
the Report, But Wallace Nesbitt Dissents. 





Toronto, June 22.—The conciliation 
board appointed to” adjust the rules, 
as between the Canadian Pacific and 
Grand Trunk Railways and their traf- 
fic employes, have repo a finding 
which is, however, accompanied by 
two minority reports. The increases 
are substantial. even if not as high as 
were demanded. 

J. G. O'Donoghue, representing the 
employes, in his supplementary re- 

rt, practically reiterates the orig- 

al demands of the C.P.R, employes, 
while Hon. Wallace Nesbitt, K.C., 
who represented the railways, recom- 
mends, for the Grand Trunk, a 15 
per cent. increase in wages, and no 
change in the rules. 

The new schedule, except for 
yard servicé, is’ now on a hundred- 
mile basis, while the difference in 
rates east and west of Carleton Junc- 
tion; have been replaced by a flat 
rate, as requested by the employes. 
At present the Grand Trunk pay 50 


much a month without regard to mile- j

Also, that whatever rates of pay may 
| be adopted should be applied to all 
| divisions of the railway in the eastern 
sterritory. . . 

“The majority of the board believe 
that the rates of pay upon the Grand 
Trunk should be brought up to the 
standard paid on roads in the same 
territory. But inasmuch as to do this 
at once would place upon the com- 
pany a heavy increase of it wage list. 
the majority of.the board recommend 
that standardization should be reach- 
ed two increases. 

It is the opinion of the majority of 

board that the first increase should 
be made to take effect May 1, 1910, 
regarding the date of the second in- 
crease, the chairman and Mr. O’Dono- 
ghue do not agree. Mr. O’Donoghue's

The exact cause of the eruptions is 
not known for certain.

The Government gives official recog- 
nition to this cuetom by transferring 
the bride’s name on the register from 
her own to her husband's family, so 
young Orio does not bring Miss Chrye~ 
anthemum to his own little dovecot, 
but to his father’s hoaw. 

At the door of this house the little 
bride to be is formally surrendered 
by her own family. Before the actual’ 
wedding ceremony takes place, how- 
ever, there is an important prelimin- 
ary to be observed—Mixs Chrysanthe- 
mu: must drink tea with her mother 
and the wife of the go-between. This 
lady might be called a bridesmaid, 
but the Japanese wedding knows no 
bridesmaids in the western sense. 
There is, however, a little girl in at- 
tfendance, called a “butterfly,” who 
has important dut@s to fuliill. 

While the three women are together 
the occasion is taken to give the nerv- 
ous little bride some final advice on 
her conduct in her new home—how 
to humor her husband and how to 
get on the right side of her mother- 
in-law, a personage who is just as im- 
portant in Japan as she is with us. 
Perhaps, moreover, the two chler wo- 
men quote from the Japanese “Great- 
et Learnign For Women,”’ the revers- 
ed classic which lays down rules for 
female conduct. “The great lifelong 
duty of a woman is obedience. In 
her dealings with her husband. both

The orders on both sides 
were to “kill and spare none” and 
apparently they were carried out liter. 
ally. To insure the fact that no quar-

ting to Albania, wreaked their venge- 
! ance upon the already hapless Serbs 
jthere. The Albanians were actually 
jencouraged in these practices by the 
‘late Bultan, in the pursuance of his 
'Pap-Islamic policy, and the result 
twas that by the time Abdul Hamid 
had been deposed and a constitational 
Government established at Constanti- 
Lnopte the northeastern part of Albania 
{was about as thoroughly lawless as 
{apy country can be. No taxes were 
{ paid and no authority was recognized. 
|. With the annexation of Bosnia by 
: Austria-Hungary, however, a better 
‘feeling arose between the Albanians 
and the Serbs, and a degree of peace 
| wae restored along the border. The 
+ new Turkish Government took advan- 
j tage of this improvement of affairs by 
j attempting to rehabilitate imperial 


authority and administration, and 
i incidentally to resume the ‘collection

Rise and the Fall of the Famous Statt 
Prison of France. 


The famous French prison known 
as the Bastille was started on April 
2, 1356, by order of Charles V. ec 
Bastille turned out to be an import- 
ant structure in history, and its fall 
on July 15,,.1789, marked tho begin- 
ning of the French Revolution. It 
was originally intended by Charles as 
a defense against the English. When 
it came to used as a state prison 
it was provided with vast bulwarks 
and ditches. The Bastille had four 
towers of five stories each on each of 
its large sides. It was partly in these 
towers and partly in underground cel- 
lars that the prisoners were situated. 
It was capable of containing from 
seventy to eighty prisoners, a num- 
ber frequently reached during the 
reigns of Louis XIV. and Louis XV., 
the majorly of them being persons 
of the bigher ranks. In its site now 
stands the Column of July, erected in 
pemOry of the patriots of 1789 and 

The namé bastille, or bastel, in an- 
cient times was given to any kind of 
structure calculated to withstand a 
inilitary force, and thus, formerly in 
England and on the borders of Scot- 
land, the term baste] house was usual- 
ly applied to places of st and 
fancied security. The French Bastille 
was originally called the Bastille St. 
Antoine, 

Stephen Marcel, provost of the mer- 





j chants, undertook the erection of the 


French Bastille. The building was 
enlarged in 1369 by Hugh Aubmot, 
provost of Paris under Charles V. 
He added two towers, which, being 
placed opposite to those already exist. 
ing on each side of the gate, made of 
the Bastille a square fort, with a tow- 
er at each of the four angles. 

After the death of Charles V., Aub- 
riot, who had many enemies, was 
prosecuted for alleged crimes and was 
condemned to perpetual confinement 
in the Bastille, of which, according to 
some historians, he was the first pris- 
oner. After some time he was remov- 
ed thence to Fort }’Eveque,’ another 
prison, from which he was liberated 
in 1381 by the insurrection of the 
Maillotins. i 
After this insurrection, in 138, the 
young king, Charles V1., still further 
enlarged the 
towers to it, each 100 fect high, thus 
giving it, instead of the square ‘form 
it originally possessed, the shape of 
an oblong or parallelogram. To in- 
crease its strength the Bastille was 
surrounded by a ditch 25 feet deep 
and 120 feet wide. The road which 
formerly passed through it was turn- 
ed to one side. 

The Bastille from its commanding 
osition was closely connected with 
important affairs in French history 
and was occupied by the Guises it 
1588, by Charles 1V. in 158, the Fron- 
deurs in 1669 and Conde in 1652. 

It was natural, therefore, that the 
Bastille should be one of the first ob- 
jects of attack at the outbreak of the 
Revolution. In July 15, 1798, the 
populace of Paris, recruited chiefly 
from the Faubourg St. Antoine, at- 
tacked the fortress and stormed it af- 
ter a half-hearted resistance by the 
governor, De Launay, and a: handful 
of Swiss. The governor and seven of 
his men were killed, the archives of 
the prison scattered, and the prison- 
ers, seven in number, were carried 
through the streets and hailed as vic- 
tims of tyranny and martyrs in_ the 
people’s cause. ~The building itself 
was torn down. The anniversary of 
the taking of the Bastille is celebrated 
every year as the national holiday of 
France.

Made Good Ball Players. 

In this age of athletics ono might 

think that no people ever showed 50 








s.! much Interest in feats of muscular 


| might and skill as those who have per- 

fected football, but modern games, 

and even the games of the Greeks at 
‘Olympia, may bare been more thao 
matched by the sports of peoples now 
held in light esteem. We have the ac- 
counts of excellent authorities for the 
contention that the atbletic training of 
Canary islanders makes even the col- 
iege giants of today seem weak and 
effeminate. 

These islands came into subjection 
to Spain about the time Columbus dis- 
covered America. The conquest was 
due solely to the superiority of Euro- 
pean weapons and not to better skill 
and prowess. Native soldiers were 
} trained athletes developed under a sys- 

tem that held athletic sports to be an 

important business, like military drill 

Spanish chronicles have left accounts 
of sports of the islanders, From baby- 

{ hood they were trained to be brisk In 
self defense. As soon as they could 
toddle the children were pelted with 
mud balls that they might tearn how 
to protect themscires. When they were 
boys stones and wooden darts were 
substituted for bits of clay. 

In this rough school they acquired 
the rudiments of warfare which en- 
abled them during their wars to catch 
io thelr bands the arrows shot from 
thelr enemies’ crossbows. 

After the conquest of the Canaries a 
native of the islands was seen at Se- 
ville who, for a silver piece, let a2 man 
throw at bim as many stones as he 
pleased from a distance of eight paces.

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‘TLAWGA SENSATION, 
Variations In Taste Are Due to the 


Sense of Smell. 


It is not generally known that we 
ean taste only four different kinds of 
matter—that is, perceive by means 
of the tongue any more than four 
taste qualities of matter. They ate 
sweet, sour, bitter and salt. If one 
holds his nose and places on his ton- 
fue in succession pieces of apple, 
vbion, raw potato and bect he cannot 
tell the difference between them. By 
these experiments it has been deter- 
mined that the sense of smell has a 
great deal to do with the flavors per- 
ceived or taken cognizance of by the 
brain. As the tongue can distinguish 
only these four sensations, {t is at 
once seen that all variations in taste’ 
ite due to the sense of smell. In 
fome cases, as with the orange, all. 
the flavor is in the smell, so when we 
eat an orapge while we have a cold 
ne taste is apparent. 5 

hese four sensations also have not 
their respective seats distributed uni- 
formly over the tongue. Sugar and 


Other sweets are perceived at the tip 


of the tongue, as are also salty things. 

If a little sugar is placed on the back 
of the tongue ng sweetness is appaty 
ent. The locus of sour and bitter, 
perception is back farther in the 
mouth and placed on the sides of the 
tongue. Both these facts are easily 
proved by experiment. 

_ Another peculiarity of taste percep-! 
tion is that dry things cannot be tast- 
ed; only those that are in solution. 
If a dry cracker is placed on the ton-' 
gue no taste is apparent until the 
saliva has dissolved part of it. If the 
tongue is wiped dry with a handker- 
chief and a little sugar is placed on 
it no taste is perceived for some time,’ 

‘The mechanical arrangements pro- 
vided by the body for the perception: 
of taste are also interesting. In the’ 
mouth, situated in the places men- 
tioned as seats of taste perception and 
also in other places; though not so 
thick, are what are known as “taste” 
buds.” They get this name from their 
almost exact similarity to a bud when 
cut in cross section. These taste buds 
have in them the excessively fine 
branches of the nerves of taste that 
carry the impulse to the brain.

At Trafalgar, in fact, eleven of the 
twenty-seven ships that formed Nel- 
son's line of battle were London or 
Thames built ships; four of 
launched from the royal dockyards 
of Woolwich and Deptford, seven 
built for the navy in private shi; 
yarda—at Blackwall, Gravesend, Roth. 
erhithe, and elsewhere on the river. 
Eleven out of Nelson’s thirteen ships 
at the battle of the Nile had been sent 
afloat on the Thames; seven of them 
built at private yards, the other five 
at Deptford and Woolwich. Thirteen 
of Duncan’s sixteen at Camperdown 
were Thames-built man-of-war, nine 
of them in private yards.

Artificial Marble, 

The Italiany hare derised a method 
ef manofacturing artificial marble. 
Catanla, the center of the industry, ts 
gveriooked by the great volcano Etna, 
and this mountain has furnished part 
of the material employed. Common 
trhite sandstone fs cut into the desired 
shapes, and these are placed in an iron 
tank upon a heavy wire grating. Then 
the tank is filled with a molten mix- 
ture of volcanic asphalt and coal tar. 
This is kept boiling for thirty-six 
hours, when the stones are taken out, 
cooled, dried and polished. It is dim- 
cult, say the experts, to distinguish: 
stones thus treated from genuine black 
marble, but the cost is much less. — 
Harper's Weekly.

We oe the proper view when we 
remember that Jesus’ message at 

¢ time was “The 1 of the 
m.”” He was inviting 
whoever might have the ear to hear 
and the heart to appreciate the privi- 
lege to become associated with him- 
self in the glorious Kin for 
which he told his disciples to prey. 
‘Thy Kingdom come; thy will be 
ne on earth as it is done in heav- 
eu.” What the rich young man lost 
was the special privilege of becoming 
a joint-heir with Christ in that King- 
dom which, in due time, will be esta 
lished and whose mission will be the 
blessing of Israel and the world. It 
will bring to them “times of restitu- 
tion of all things which God hath 
poken by the mouth of all the holy 
prophets since the world began” 
(Acts iii, 19-21), 2 

Our text stands related to a very 
wonderful chapter in our Lord’s min- 
istry. Jesus with his disciples was 
about threg days’ journey from Beth- 
any, the home of Lazarus, Martha 
and Mary. But they knew his 
wherexbouts, for he was a spccial 
friend and their home was his home 
whenever he was near Jerusalem.

Suicide at Detroit May Have 
Been a “Plant” 








Hat, Coat and Letters to Mrs. Gould. 
thrite Are Found on Detroit River 
Steamer, and Note to Effect That 
Missing Official Has Taken His 
Own Life — Several Things, How. 
ever, Make Episode Suspicious. 


Detroit, Mich., June 29.—The find. 
ing on the main deck of the stczmer 
Eastern States, from Buffalo, of a 
straw hat, with what is supposed to 
be a death message written on the 
inside, led officials of the D. and C. to 
believe that F. Gouldthrite, aged 
about 40, of Rocklifle Park, Ottawa, 
ended his life in the Detroit River 
yes! ¥ morning. That belief is not 
SO certain to-day, and it is now con- 
sidered likely that it was a “plant” 
to assist in his escape from the 

ice. 

The discovery of the bat was not 
made until after the boat had docked 
at 8 o'clock. “Look for my body in 
the Detroit River,” the message writ- 
tan in the inside of the hat with lead 
pencil said. “Letters in overcoat 
Send letters to my wife.” 

Gouldthrite occupied the lower berth 
of stateroom No. 23, and in this’ room 
the overcoat he mentioned and a <uit 
case were found. One of the two let 
ters in the overcoat was addressed to 
Mrs. Avaleene Gouldthrite, Rockliffe 
Park, Ottawa, Can., while the other 
bore only the name, “Avaleene Gould-

Customs of the Netivee of the Mexl- 
oan State of Sinaloa,

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THE PEAT INDUSTRY. \ 
Dominion's New Venture Has a» 
Promising Future, ah | 
There is considerable interest in: 
Alfred; Ont., and in the surrounding 
country in the Dominion Government 
peat plant, which has just been start! 
ed there, and which is the first ven- 
ture of the kind made by the Federal 
authorities in this country. | 
Several previous efforts to manu- 
facture a commercial peat fuel in 
Canada had failed, so. Dr. Eugene 
Haanel and other, officials of the Do- 
minion Mines Branch recently decid- 
ed jto establish an experimental peat 
plant. . “ { 
The Government acquired a peat 
bog of 300 acres located at Alfred, 
near Caledonia Springs, Ontario, filty, 
wiles from the Capital: A storage 
shed that will hold 300 tons of air4 
dried peat was built; also a black- 
smith shop and an office. Alten 
machinery .wag installed, men we! 
set at work digging out the peat belt, 
and making it into small squares, or, 
as they are called, peat briquettes. | 
@ process of manufacture is com- 
paratively simple. The peat is shov+ 
eled into a carrier, which carries i 
upwards until it falls into what is! 
known as a hopper. If it is not, whe 
taken {rom the ground, moist enough, 
water is automatically sprayed on it,! 
and then it passes from the hopper} 
out into the conveyors, which dump) 
it at a spot where a device for cutting! 
it up into blocks passes over it. | 
This device passes over it in | 
direction, making fourteen  straigh' 
cuts. Then it is cut at right angleal 
to this. This leaves what looks like 
several] hundred pieces of black clay, 
shaped a little larger than bricks. 
Nature docs most of the rest. These!

First Reading Passes by a Majority 
of 34!—Premier Says King Edward 
Had a Particular Dislike For the 
Formula—London Papers All Com- 
mend the Change—Other Statutes 
Protect the Protestant Succession. 


London, June 29.—Premicr Asquith 
introduced in the House of Commons 
the promised bill altering the form of 
the religious declaration required of 
the sovereign upon his coronation. 

In the proposed text the doctrine of 
the Roman Catholic Church: is not 
singled out for repudiation, but it is 
soy atirnsd that eaererees is 


a faithful Protestant. paragra; 
is made to read thus: em 
“I do solemnly and sincerely in the 


presence of » profess, testify and 
declare that I am a faithful member 
of Hee = Be sharchaias Lek law 
es ished in England, shall, 
according to the true intent of the 
enactments which secured Protestant 
succession to the throne of my realm, 
uphold atid maintain the said enact- 
ments’ to the best of my powers and 
according to law." 

_After a brief debate, the declara- 
tion measure passed its first reading 
by a vote of 3833 to 42. 

_ Premier Asquith introduced the bill 
in a crisp, lucid style, brietly survey- 
ing the history. of the declaration. He 
pointed out that, curiously enough, at 
its inception in 1678 and for years af- 
terwards it had nothing whatever to 
do with the accession to the throne 
and the sovereign was not required 
to take it, but the declaration was 
taken by all members of both Houses 
and those described as sworn subjects 
of sovereigns. In 1700 the declaration, 
originally framed for different pur- 
poses and for an entirely different 
class of persons, was introduced to 
' the omnes The declaration 
was framed in a time of great popu- 
lar excitement, under the belief that 
& great conspiracy had been hatched 
to murder the sovereign and to sub- 
vert the nt religion and to 
a ¥ the liberty of the people.

Famous Pair Dead. 

Stuttgart, Germany, June 30,—Dr. 
Aloys Obrist, U:9 famous musical con- 
ductor, and Anna Sutter, a court sing- 
er, were found dead together yeste 
tday. Both had been shot. Appear- 
jances indicated that one had been 
murdered and that the other had com- 
mitted suicide. 

Dr. Obrist was born at San Remo, 

Italy, in 1867. He conducted the royal

His mother 
came from the north of Scotland, 
while his father’s family have been 
engaged either in the Government Sser- 
vice or in agriculture in the vicinity 
of Zurich for 600 years.

Weather for July 
- According to Hicks. 


A regular storm period, “central on 
the 4th, covers. the 2nd to the 7th, hav- 
ing Moon im perigee.on the 3rd, and 
New Moon ak extreme north decPnation 
on the 6th. Mercury,, Venus and Earth, 
all extend te this period with more or 
less perturbing power. At the beginning 
of this period look for decided rise of 
temperature and fall of the barometer 
in western sections. From the 3rd {o 
7th these conditions will gradually 

eastward across the country, 
growing into a greal! warm wave and at- 
tended, on and touching the 4th. Sth 
and 6th, by vicious storms of thund- 
er, wind, rain’ and poswily hail and 
local tornadoes. The indications are good 
for some celestial fireworks on and 
touching the “Glorious Fourth.” From 
the 3rd to 9th,* taking the Gth for its 
center } a very marked seismic period. 
Earthquake regions in the northern 
hemisphere, and antipodal regions sowth 
of the equator will be under great seis- 
mic strain at this tune, notably on, 
and touching the sth and 5th. Higher 
barometer and cooler will follow storms 
from the west. 

A reactionary storm Period corers the

urally follow this storm period.

Storm condftions, such as change to 
‘warmer, falling barometer and cloudi- 
ness, will appear to the wea early in 
this period, about the 16th, 17th and 
18th, blustering thunder clouds, with 
heavy showers and wind will touch 
many locaFdies in their sweep from 
West to east across the country.

A regular sturm period centres on the 
2th, extending from the 23th to the 
Sh.

Proaching nearer to us, swinging from 
the e,juator northward. Jlence, a great 
warm ware will be natural during thin 
Periud, increasing? in extent and inten- 
sity as it spreads eastward from day 
te day. Low barometer and storms cf 
tain, wnd and thunder may also be 
expected, all reaching a general culmia- 
ation on and about the 30th. There are 
teasons to apprehend that seismic dis 
turbances may be prolonged, or retard- 
ed from the preceding seismic perod, 
into the closing storm period for July.

CANADA IS GETTING THEM. 


U. S. Is Waking Up to the Exodus to 
the Dominion. 


Recently a report was submitted 
to the Congress of the United States 
by Senator Dilingham, chairman of 
the Joint Immigration Commission, 
in regard to the immigration situation 
in Canada. 

Probably the most important state- 
ment made in the report is that Can- 
ada wants immigrants whose purpose 
is to enter agricultural pursuits cither 
2S owners, tenants or Ts, 
desires to exclude those immigrants 
whose presence would tend to the 
congestion of towns and cities. 

Another striking feature of the re- 
port is the comparison of immigration 
into Canada during the it decade 
with that into the Uni States. 

This shows that while 70 per cent. 
of Canada’s immigrants during that 
period came from northern and west- 
ern Europe, and only 30 per cent. from 
southern and eastern Europe, the re- 
verse was true in regard to the im- 
migrants emerine, the United States, 
The report says that no effort is made 
to secure immigrants from southern 
and western Burope, and unless it is 
the purpose of such immigrants to 
; enter agriculturists pursuits their ad- 

ission to Canada is doubtfal. * 

On the other hand, it is pointed out 
{ that effort is made, through salaried 
agents of the Canadian Immigration 
Department, aided by sub-agents to 
whom a bonus or commission is paid, 
and by means of advertising. to se- 
cure immigrants from the United 
Kingdom, France, Belgium. Holland, 
Germany, Denmark, Iceland, Finland, 
Norway, Sweden, Switzerland, and the 
United States. 

Of the total number of immigrants 
going from the United States to Can- 
ada during the past three years, more 
than seven-eighths were classed as 
farmers or farm laborers. Probably 
no other considerable movement of 
population from one country to an- 
other, says the report, at the present 
time is so largely composed of agri- 
cultural people. 


To Explore Quebec.
